An Exception to Nature's LAWS. 


According to the general laws of na- 


ture, when a body is cooled it becomes 
heavier than when it is hot. There ia 
at least one exception to this rule, and 
that is in the case ot water. Now, be- 
fore yon read further, shut your eyea 
and see' if yon can fignre oat jnst exact- 
ly how important this exception is to 
humanity. 
Cool a can or other vessel 


of water from, say, 70 degrees down to 
40 degrees and then pour it into a tub 
of water the temperature xrf which is 
any place between 50 and 80 degrees 
You will notice that the cold water 
will immediately sink to the bottom, 
aiid light here is an explanation of the 
mysteiy of ri\er and lake circulation 
But when your cooling process goes be- 
low SO degrees, strange as it may seem, 
the water becomes lighter than it was 
when it was only one or two degrees

THIS SITUATION IN ALABAMA. 


The people of Alabama are moving. 


The duplicity practiced by Cleveland 
and the Administration Democrats in 
Congress upon tiie silver question has 
produced a rapture in the ranks of the 
Democratic party in that State which 
promises important results. 


The Populists and Jefferstmian Dem- 


ocrats, eo called in contradistinction to 
the "Administration" Democrats.met in 
joint convention at Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, last week and adopted the fol- 
lowing platform which will commend 
itself to everyone, whether he be a resi- 
dent of that State or of any other: 


1. We demand a free vote and an 


honest count. 


2. We demand the passage of a con- 
test law for Btate officers. 
3 
We demand the free coinage of 


gold and silver on the basis of 16 to 1. 


4. We demand, the expansion of the 


circulating medium to $50 per capita. 


5. We protest against the control of 


the circulating medium by corporate 
enterprises. 


6. We demand a tariff for revenue 
and that the revenue necessary to meet 
the expenses of t .•• Government bo 
raised, so far as pc 
bio, by a tariff on 
importations, and that this tariff be so 
levied as to protect the laborers in the 
mines, the mills, the shops and on the 
farms and their products against the 
labor of foreign countries. 


7. We demand a national graduated 


income tax on salaries or incomes in 
excess of reasonable expenditures for 
the comforts and necessities of life. 


8. We favor more liberal educa- 


tional facilities for the masses and a 
better and more efficient administra- 
tion of the school laws. 


0. We demand that the convicts 


shall be removed from the mines. 


The convention nominated Reuben 


J?. Kolb for Governor and a full State 
ticket. Kolb is a Populist and two 
yeara ago in spite of the fact that the 
Populists had no ^Representatives on 
the election boards, received 115,522 
votes against Jones, Democratic, 126,950. 


The Administration Democrats and 


Eepublicans put up straight tickets, 
and each endorsed the acts of their 
parties 
without reservation in the 


usual stereotyped manner, 


Tuo Jefi'ersouiun Democrats boar 


about the same relation to the Popu- 
list party nationally as the Silver party 
in this State does, and it is only a ques- 
tion of the elimination of u few prin 
ciples enunciated by the Omaha plat- 
form which are deemed objectionablfi, 
when the two will be united in name as 
they now are to all intents and pur- 
poses in fact. 


The election of Kolb this Fall is gen- 


erally conceded, as it is understood 
that the great Senator Morgan, whose 
name awakens veneration in 1 he heart 
of every true citizen of tho Republic 
will identify Ujmself with the Jeffer- 


CONGRKSSIONAX, 
PROCEEDINGS. 


A PhOJECT is being put forth by cap- 


italists in the city of Toronto, Canada, 
whic-h has for its object the construc- 
tion of 'v canal to connect Georgeian 
Bay with Lake Ontario. If successful, 
the promoters promise to spend $60,- 
000,000 on it. The traffic now going by 
way of the Erie canal will be diverted 
to Lake Ontario and through the St. 
Lawrence river to Europe. The route 
is 839 miles shorter than by the Lake 
Erie canal. The promoters expect to 
get all the western traffic. 


CHRIS. EVANS yesterday was lodged 


within the strong walls of Folsom 
prison, which he will probably never 
leave alive. He is one of the most des- 
perate criminals of modern times, and 
the very boldness of his defiance to the 
law and officers won him many sympa- 
thizers; but the fact remains that he 
merited ihe gallows more than any 
other man who has expiated with his 
life his crimes in California for many 
years.

WASHINGTON, February 21.—Secretary 


Herbert to-day appointed as a court of 
inquiry to investigate the wreck of the 
Kearsarge, Admiral Gerkardi and Cap- 
tains Miller and O'Kane. Lieutenant 
Kelley was named as recorder. The 
court meets in the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
on next Monday.

Only seven members of the House

SENATE.

GOVERNMENT BONDS. 


SOME BUYERS FORGET TO COLLECT 


INTEREST OR PRINCIPAL. 


Some Interesting Information Expressed 


In large Figures—The Difference Be- 
tween Coupon and Registered Bonds. 
How Interest Piles Up. 
A number of snug fortunes are lying 


iu the United States treasury •waiting 
for somebody to etep np and claim them. 
This money is due on bonds long ago 
cabled in. 
Some of them have never 


been cashed by the holders. On the 
'old debt," which embraces all loans 
made to this government up to 1837, 
&121,000 is still owing. Since that date 
more than $1,000,000 has accumulated, 
being uncalled for by the persons en- 
titled to it, either through negligence or 
for other reasons. 


A considerable fraction of this great 


sum is now held by the treasurer of the 
United States in the shape of checks. 
Interest on registered bonds is paid by 
check, but as people are constantly 
changing their addresses it not infre- 
quently happens that track is lost far 
awhile of an individual bondholder. Un- 
der such -circumstances the quarterly in- 
terest checks are retained as they fall 
due and in the course of time pile up. 
They are kept for an indefinite period 
and are good forever. 


There are such checks in the treasur- 


er's office now which have accumulated 
during more than 10 years. On the oth- 
er hand, knowing that they are always 
good for the money they represent, peo- 
ple often keep these interest checks, put- 
ting them away and hoarding them, just 
as if they were so much cash. Only the 
other day a batch of 40 checks for $1 
each was received at the treasury. The 
owner .had simply put them away as 
they came in year after year. 


Tho millionaire is commonly repre- 


sented as engaged in clipping cotipons 
from bonds. This is an egregious error. 
Rich men, as a rule, do not hold coupon 
bonds. Such bonds are not safe prop- 
erty. They are always payable to bearer 
like treasury notes. If lost, the govern- 
ment will not replace them. According- 
ly, for the sake of security, people are 
constantly exchanging them for regis- 
tered bonds. The sum total of coupon 
bonds is now about $70,000,000, mostly 
in the hands of small holders. 


Registered bonds are rich men's prop- 


erty par excellence. At present about 
$300,000,000 worth of them is held by 
private individuals. Of this great sum 
$87,000,000, or not far from one-half, is 
owned by 1,000 persons, roughly speak- 
ing, whose holdings average $80,000. 


The names of those fortunate individ- 


uals are kept secret by the treasury. 
Some of the fortunes possessed in this 
shape ara enormous. Among the great- 
est holdings are those of the Vander- 
bilts. Old William H. Vanderbilt had 
$45,000,000 in registered bonds at one 
time. 


About 30 years ago $40,000 worth of 


the consols of 1865 and 1867 were stolen 
in Havana. The thief altered them by 
erasing the name from the face and sold 
them to ignorant persons. They were 
fnr $1.000 each. Ever since then they 
have been coming ra n-< n.« 4~._«.,.j, 
through banks and otherwise. Of course 
they were useless to the holders, being 
registered and only payable to the orig- 
inal owner. 


The original owner lost nothing, of 


course. All he had to do was to noufy 
the secretary of the treasury, giving an 
affidavit and a bond of indemnity, and 
the stolen consols were replaced. That 
is the advantage of registered bonds. 
The number of such bonds that have 
been lost and stolen is astonishing. A 
list of them, numbering nearly 1,000, is 
printed and circulated by the govern- 
ment. 


It is called the "caveat list" and is de- 


signed to warn bankers and others 
against accepting securities of the- num- 
bers mentioned. Some time ago a report 
came from Indianapolis of a bond that 
was said to have been destroyed. Affi- 
davits, etc., being furnished, a new one 
was issued to replace it. Ten years later 
that identical security was forwarded to 
the treasury from Holyoke, Mass. 


It had been found in a lot of waste 


paper at a paper mill. There was no 
question of fraud in this case. The own- 
er lost it and suppo^^'l that it had been 
burned. 


A great pvxnv bonds called for re- 


demption '.'o years and more ago have 
never bcuii presented for payment. Some 
of them have doubtless been put away 
and forgotten. It is imagined that oth- 
ers have been lost at sea together with 
their owners. The quantity of gold and 
silver in coin and" bullion sunk from 
wrecks in the ocean amounts to many 
millions of dollars in the course of a cen- 
tury. 


Only about $3,000,000.worth'of bonds 


is possessed by comparatively poor per- 
sons, and these in sums of $500 or less. 


About 80 years ago Uncle Sam lent a 


lot of money to help build various trans- 
continental railways. It was understood 
that the companies would refund the 
cash as soon as they got well started. 
There is little likelihood that any con- 
liderable part of it will ever be paid. 
There is still owing $04.000,000 of orig- 
inal indebtedness, plus $70,000,000 of in- 
terest. 


To raise this money for the use of the 


railways, the government issued bonds 
at differen ttimes from 1865 to 1869. They 
were to run for 30 years at 6 per cent. 
The treasury ia still paying this big in- 
;erest, which is more than twice what 
the loan is worth today.—New York 
World.
